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Baldwin-Walldce  Scientist  Has 
New  Observatory  for  Workshop 


PROUD,  and  rightfully  so,  is  Dr.  O.  L.  Dutheimer,  "1?, 
of  the  $75,000  Burrell  Memorial  Observatory,  com- 
pleted at  Baldwin-Wallace  College,  Berea,  early  this  year 
and  dedicated  on  June  10  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Dr. 
Edward  P.  Burrell.  Dr.  Burrell  was  director  of  engineer- 
ing for  the  Warner-Swasey  Co.,  Cleveland,  and  was  the 
designer  of  some  of  the  world's  largest  telescopes.  Dr. 
Dustheimer,  professor  of  astronomy  and  head  of  the 
mathematics  department  at  Baldwin- Wallace,  is  the  di- 
rector of  the  new  observatory. 

The  building,  pictured  in  the  accompanying  sketch, 
includes  besides  the  rotating  dome,  a  lecture  room,  library, 
transit  room,  astronomical  museum,  offices,  and  limited 
accommodations  for  researchers  making  protracted  obser- 
vations. 

Besides  the  13j/2-inch  telescope,  the  observatory  is 
equipped  with  a  meridian  circle,  sidereal  and  mean  time 
clocks,  a  zenith  telescope,  chronometer,  spectrometer, 
chronograph,  and  spectrograph. 

While  the  principal  instrument,  the  13!/2-inch  re- 
fractor, IS  not  large  in  comparison  with  some  of  the  well- 
known  telescopes  in  the  country,  yet  it  is  claimed  that  it 
IS  the  largest  in  the  world  used  primarily  for  undergrad- 
uate instruction.  In  addition  to  being  available  for  class- 
room work,  the  observatory  is  open  to  the  public  one 
night  each  week. 

After  graduating  from  Ohio  University  m  191. ^>,  Dr. 
Dustheimer  attended  Clark  University  from  which  he 
received  an  A.  M.  degree,  in  mathematics,  in  1914.  In 
the  fall  of  the  latter  year  he  became  professor  of  mathe- 
matics at  Baldwin-Wallace  College,  where  he  is  now  in 
his  27th  year.  In  1925,  he  received  a  Master  of  Science 
degree,  in  astronomy,  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  and, 
two  years  later,  was  awarded  a  Ph.  D.  degree  by  the  same 
school. 

Graduate  studies  have  since  been  augmented  by  per- 
iodic research  visits  to  leading  observatories — among  them 
Lick  and  Mt.  Wilson — and  participation  in  various  scien- 
tific expeditions  for  the  observation  of  astronomical  phe- 
nomena. 

Dr.  Dustheimer  has  been  untiring  in  his  efforts  tp 
popularize  the  science  of  astronomy.  In  the  past  seven- 
teen years  he  has  given  and  sponsored  approximately  300

radio  talks  on  as- 
tronomical subjects 
over  stations  WT- 
AM  (Cleveland) 
and  WOSU  (Ohio 
State  University, 
Columbus).  In 
1925,  he  organized, 
1  n  Cleveland,  a 
Star  Gazer's  Club. 
This  club,  made  up 
of  both  scientists 
and  "laymen,"  is 
still  one  of  the  mcst 
active  organizations 
of  its  sort  in  the 
country. 

He  has  pub- 
lished a  textbook  on  elementary  astronomy  and  his  '  Man 
ual  for  Observational  and  Practical  Laboratory  Work  in 
Elementary  Astronomy"  is  in  use  in  colleges  and  univer- 
sities in  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  He  is  also  the 
author  of  textbooks  in  mathematics. 

For  several  weeks,  during  the  summer  of  1934,  Dr. 
Dustheimer  delivered  a  series  of  daily  lectures  at  the 
Adler  Planetarium  in  Chicago.  This  was  the  first  of  the 
famous  Zeiss  planetaria  to  be  erected  in  the  United  States. 
These  lectures  were  scheduled  as  a  special  feature  of  Chi- 
cago's Century  of  Progress  Exposition.  Last  summer,  as 
a  World's  Fair  feature,  he  gave  a  series  a  lectures  in  New 
York  City  upon  invitation  of  the  directors  of  the  Hayden 
Planetarium. 

Two  of  the  Hayden  lecture-demonstrations  were 
quite  unique.  One,  "The  End  of  the  World,"  graphi- 
cally depicted  the  various  ways  by  which  the  Earth,  and 
life  upon  it,  may  be  destroyed.  Another,  "Exploring  the 
Moon,"  was  a  reproduction  of  the  weird  lunar  landscape 
which  would  meet  the  eyes  of  the  explorers  who  reach 
the  moon. 

Upon  a  recent  occasion,  speaking  to  persons  who 
were  viewing  the  moon  from  a  substantial  and  non-imagi- 
native point  on  "this  mundane  sphere,"  Dr.  Dustheimer 


said:

'We  always  see  the  same  side  of  the  moon.  Are 
there  craters  on  the  other  side?  To  find  out, 
you'll  have  to  look  back  over  your  shoulder  as 
you  pass  the  moon  on  your  way  to  heaven."

fraternity. 
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Ohio  University  Students  Do  Not  Lack  for 
Religious  Leadership  and  Training  Program 


THAT  the  religious  influences  that 
surround  Ohio  University  stu- 
dents are  so  numerous  and  so  fine  is 
a  matter  of  gratification  and  comfort 
to  many  parents. 

While  Ohio  University  is  a  "state" 
school,  it  is  by  no  means  a  godless 
one.  True,  there  are  no  required 
courses  in  religion  and  no  devotional 
exercises  at  which  attendance  is  com- 
pulsory. Nevertheless,  there  are  prob- 
ably  few  universities  in  the  country, 
either  endowed  or  state-supported, 
where  more  opportunities  abound  for 
the  preservation 
and  strengthening 
of  pre-college  re- 
ligious attach- 
mcnts  than  at 
Ohio  University 
and  in  the  commu- 
nity of  Athens. 

Even  though  the 
spiritual  needs  of 
0  h  i  o  's  students 
are  met,  in  large 
part,  by  the  local 
churches,    which 

sponsor     w  e  1 1-or'  K 

ganized  and,  in 
some  cases,  expertly  supervised  pro- 
grams of  religious  and  social  activities, 
these  ofF-campus  ministrations  receive 
such  sincere  endorsement  and  hearty 
cooperation  from  university  authorities 
that  one  cannot,  fairly,  charge  the  uni- 
versity with  disinterest  in  the  religious 
welfare  of  its  students. 

Two  of  the  Athens  churches  — 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian — employ 
full-time  directors  for  their  student 
programs.  Other  churches  and  relig- 
ious groups  utilize  the  services  of  qual- 
ified, but  part-time,  leaders. 

Largest  of  the  denominational 
groups  is  the  Methodist,  there  being 
approximately  one  thousand  Metho- 
dist students  on  the  campus.  It  is  a 
striking  fact  that  there  are  more  Meth- 
odist students  enrolled  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity than  there  are  at  Ohio  Wesley- 
an  University  or  at  any  of  the  other 
three  edcational  institutions  in  Ohio 
that  are  supported  wholly,  or  in  part, 
by  the  Methodist  church. 

The  work  with  this  group  at  Ohio 
University  is  carried  on  by  the  Wesley 
Foundation  under  the  direction  of  the 


Minister  for  Students,  Rev.  Theodore 
W.  Shoemaker.  Mr.  Shoemaker,  a 
graduate  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity and  the  Boston  University  School 
of  Theology,  is  an  ordained  minister  of 
the  Ohio  Conference. 

In  the  fall  of  each  year  invitations 
are  extended  to  each  of  the  Methodist 
or  Methodist  preference  students  to 
participate  in  the  program  of  the 
Foundation.  Of  those  contacted  this 
year  there  are  now  more  than  two 
hundred  formally  enrolled.  In  addi- 
tion  more  than  three  hundred  others

have  shared  in  activities  to  a  limited 
extent. 

The  Foundation  program  includes  a 
Sunday  morning  worship  service,  a 
"Home  Hour"  supper  and  vesper  ser- 
vice on  Sunday  evening;  a  dramatic 
organization,  the  Wesley  Players;  and 
stdent  deputation  teams  which  con- 
duct services  and  discussions  in  neigh- 
boring churches. 

In  addition  to  this  more  or  less  fixed 
program,  there  are  always  a  number 
of  special  projects  undertaken  each 
year.  These  include  not  only  social 
functions  but  projects  of  service  to  the 
church  and  the  community.  The  aim 
of  the  Foundation  is  to  train  students 
in  church  leadership  in  order  that  they 
may  assume  such  leadership  in  their 
local  communities  upon  graduation. 

Within  the  Fondation  there  are  two 
active  social-religious  groups;  one  for 
men  and  one  for  women.  The  men's 
group  is  Delta  Sigma  Chi,  a  local  or- 
ganization, while  the  women's  group  is 
Kappa  Phi,  a  national  organization.

The  busiest  time  at  Foundation 
headquarters  is  on  Sunday,  when, 
like  their  Methodist  friends,  members 
of  the  Fellowship  meet  twice  for 
worship  and  rehgious  instruction  as 
well  as  for  a  social  hour  and  a  weekly 
supper.  The  Sunday  morning  class 
is  led  by  Miss  Flory,  while  an  out- 
side speaker  is  invited  for  the  vesper 
service. 

A  small  comradeship  of  persons 
unknown  to  each  other  has  been  built 
up  in  the  past  three  years  since  in- 
stallation of  the  "Inner  Room,"  a 
tiny  corner  room  in  the  church 
equipped  with  a  prayer  desk  and 
niche,  a  reading  chair  and  table. 
Here  students  come  one  at  a  time  for 
private  prayer  and  meditation.  Some 
of  them  sign  the  register  but  many 
never  reveal  their  identity. 

The  student  chorus  presented 
"The  Messiah,"  as  a  part  of  the 
Christmas  observance.

Duke  and  Duchess  to  Visit  City 

When  officers  of  the  Chillicothe 
Chamber  of  Commerce  read  in  news 
dispatches  of  Dec.  13  that  the  Duke 
of  Windsor,  in  a  conference  with 
President  Rooseveh  aboard  the  U.  S. 
S.  Tuscaloosa,  had  professed  a  desire 
to  return  to  the  United  States  for  a 
study  of  the  CCC  set-up  with  a  view 
to  its  possible  apphcation  to  the  un- 
employment problem  in  the  British 
Brahamas,  they  immediately  cabled 
an  invitation  to  the  Duke  and  Duch- 
ess to  include  Chillicothe  in  any  itin-

erary  that  might  develop.  President 
of  the  Chamber  and  a  signer  of  the 
cable,  IS  Alvin  W.  Jones,  '27x. 

The  invitation  to  the  Duke  was 
based  upon  the  fact  that  "near  Chill- 
icothe is  one  of  the  oldest  forestry 
CCC  camps  in  the  United  States." 
"Also,"  according  to  the  cable,  "near- 
by is  a  CCC  camp  for  colored  enroll- 
ees.  This  unit  operated  by  the  soil 
conservation  service  and  working  co- 
operatively on  Ross  county's  unified 
farm  program,  is  considered  by  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  Henry  A.  Wal- 
lace a  study  which  should  be  a  model 
for  the  nation." 

Recently,  Mr.  Jones,  who  is  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  Chillicothe 
branch  of  the  Columbus  and  South- 
ern Ohio  Electric  Company  (the 
presidency  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce being  an  "extra-curricular"  ac- 
tivity), was  presented  with  the  Jun- 
ior Chamber  of  Commerce  Outstand- 


ing Citizen  Award  as  one  who  is  "a 
model  of  unselfish  and  outstandingly 
useful  citizenship." 

After  reviewing  his  many  fine  per- 
sonal qualities,  the  citation  mentioned 
that  Mr.  Jones  had  rendered  out- 
standing service  as  president  of  the 
Chillicothe  Kiwanis  Club,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  official  board  of  his  church, 
a  member  of  the  Route  50  Associa- 
tion, president  of  the  Civic  Council, 
president  of  the  Ross  County  Ohio 
University  Alumni  Associatin,  trus- 
tee of  the  Credit  Exchange,  and  pres- 
ident of  the  Senior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.

A  total  of  248  points  will  be  re- 
quired for  graduation. 

THE  University  Orchestra  pre- 
sented its  annual  fall  concert 
Sunday  evening,  December  1,  in 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium.  The 
orchestra  is  conducted  by  Prof.  De- 
Forest  W.  Ingerham,  of  the  School  of 
Music.  Alexander  Laszlo,  noted  com- 
poser-conductor-pianist, and  the  orig- 
inator of  the  first  colorlight  machine 
for  the  creation  of  colorlight  music, 
was  to  have  been  a  guest  conductor, 
but  was  forced  to  change  his  plans  at 
the  last  minute.  Laszlo  was  scheduled 
to  conduct  his  "Improvisations  on  'O 
Susannah',"  which  had  its  premier 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  last  summer. 
In  this  musical  phantasy,  paying  trib- 
ute to  Stephen  Foster,  musicians  cele- 
brate the  75  th  anniversary  of  Foster's 
arrival  in  Heaven.  Other  numbers 
on  the  orchestra's  program  were  "The 
Overture  to  Hansel  and  Gretel,"  by 
Humperdinck;  "Symphony  in  D  ma- 
jor," by  Brahms;  "Concerto  in  E 
minor,"    by    Mendelssohn;    "On    the 


Slej-ipes  of  Central  Asia,"  by  Boro- 
din; and  "Russian  Easter  Overture," 
by  Rimsky-KorsakofF.  The  concert 
was  enjoyed  by  more  than  2000  per- 
sons. 

After  five  years  of  selection 
board  supervision,  W.A.A.  and 
Y.  W.C.A.  have  petitioned  the  Cam- 
pus Affairs  Committee  for  approval 
of  an  election  of  officers  by  the  mem- 
bers of  these  groups.  In  the  past  all 
women  of  the  campus  have  had  the 
privilege  of  voting  on  the  persons 
approved  by  the  selections  board. 
Hereafter,  if  the  petition  is  approved, 
ballots  will  be  cast  only  by  members 
of  the  organizations  concerned. 

OHIO  University  has  signified  its 
willingness  to  participate  in  the 
$9,000,000  industrial  training  pro- 
gram which  is  being  sponsored  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in- 
dustry in  securing  trained  personnel 
for  defense  industries.  The  Univer- 
sity engineering  and  vocational  de- 
partments will  cooperate  under  the 
direction  of  Dean  William  M. 
Young,  of  the  College  of  Applied 
Science. 

De.-\n  Irm.-k  E.  Voigt,  regional  di- 
rector of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Women,  is  chair- 
man of  a  committee  composed  of  five 
state  presidents  of  the  organization 
which  will  make  arrangements  for 
the  National  Biennial  Conference  of 
AAUW,  to  be  held  in  Cincinnati, 
May  5  to  10,  1941.  Delegates  and 
visitors  to  the  conference  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  hear  programs  of 
the  Cincinnati  May  Music  Festival.

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American    History   Specialist 

Holds  High  Seniority  Ranking 

Thomas  Nathanael  Hoover  (see 
cover  picture),  professor  of  history 
and  third  oldest  member  of  the  Ohio 
University  faculty  in  point  of  service, 
was  born  in  Jackson,  Ohio,  Dec.  9, 
1876. 

He  graduated  from  Jackson  High 
School  in  1896,  taught  in  rural  and 
village  schools  in  Jackson  and  Pike 
counties  for  four  years,  and  then  en- 
tered Ohio  University.  During  a  one- 
year  interval,  1903-04,  he  taught  in 
the  high  school  at  Mansfield.  Re- 
turnmg  to  the  campus,  he  completed 
work  for  the  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy 
degree  in  1905,  and  in  1906  he  was 
awarded  a  Master  of  Pedagogy  de- 
gree. During  the  latter  year  he  was 
an  assistant  to  Dr.  B.  O.  Higley,  '92, 
in  the  department  of  history. 

The  next  two  years,  1906-1908, 
were  spent  at  Harvard  University, 
where  he  was  a  student  of  Professors 
Albert  Bushnell  Hart  and  Edward 
Channing.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  from  Harvard  in 
1907,  and  continued  another  year, 
working  on  a  Ph.  D. 

Well-known  for  his  tenor  voice, 
"Tommy"  Hoover  was  a  member  of 
the  glee  club  and  male  quartet  at 
Ohio  University,  and,  in  the  East, 
was  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Glee 
Club  and  the  choir  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Boston.  He  was  also  for 
many  years  director  of  the  choir  of 
the  Athens  Presbyterian  Church. 

Prof.  Hoover  was  a  contributor  to 
the  "Cyclopedia  of  American  Gov- 
ernment," and  assisted  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  Lowell's  "Government  of 
England,"  and  Hamilton's  "Itinerar- 
ium."  Since  1927,  he  has  been  a 
regular  contributor  to  the  "American 
Year  Book."  He  has  written  "Bio- 
graphical Sketches  in  Ohio  History," 
and  is  working  on  a  "History  of  Ohio 
University,"  which  he  expects  to  com- 
plete this  year.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Historical  Association 
and  Delta  Tau  Delta,  social  frater- 
nity. He  was  a  member  of  the  ad- 
vistory  committee  to  the  Ohio  com- 
mission for  the  Northwest  Territory 
celebration  in  19 J8,  and  was  chair- 
man of  the  McGuffey  Centennial 
celebration  at  Ohio  University  in 
1939.  A  staunch  Republican,  he  has 
been  active  in  local,  district,  and  state 
politics. 

In  1910,  Prof.  Hoover  married 
Miss  Ethel  Arnold,  '13x,  of  Youngs- 
town.     He  is  the  father  of  two  Ohio

Basketball  Season  Off  to  a  Good  Start 


CLosiNU  the  1940  yridiron  season 
in  a  Thanksgiving  Day  battle 
with  Xavier  University  in  Cincinna- 
ti,  the   Bobcats  suffered  their  second 
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Quarterback   Danny   Risaiiti 

reverse  of  the  year  when  the  Mus- 
keteers set  them  back,  6  to  0.  As  in 
the  other  defeat,  by  the  same  score 
and  at  the  hands  of  Western  Re- 
serve, their  downfall  was  accom- 
plished by  one  play  and  one  man. 
Although  not  showing  the  stuff  ex- 
pected of  them,  either  offensively  or 
defensively,  the  Ohioans  stood  off  all 
other  Xavier  scoring  threats  except 
that  of  fleet-footed  Chet  Mutryn, 
Musketeer  halfback,  who  tallied  on 
a  71 -yard  punt  return  late  m  the  first 
quarter. 

The  Bobcats  accounted  for  but  89 
points  in  nine  games  for  one  of  the 
poorest  scoring  records  in  the  seven- 
teen years  of  Don  Peden's  coaching 
regime  at  Ohio  University.  Only 
two  of  his  other  teams,  those  of  1924 
and  19.^6,  have  produced  fewer  tal- 
lies. Despite  the  low  total,  however, 
the  season  may  be  regarded  as  a  win- 
ning one,  for  a  review  of  the  record 
discloses  that  five  opponents  were  de- 
feated, two  were  tied,  and  two  suc- 
cumbed to. 

If  you  are  wondering  how  such  a 
reasonably  satisfactory  record  could 
be  achieved  with  so  little  scoring,  the 
answer  will  be  found  in  the  defensive 


figures.  Only  .'12  points  were  scored 
against  the  Bobcats,  which  indicates 
that  the  Ohioans  had  the  ability  to 
say  "no"  to  their  opponents  even 
though  they  lacked  oifensive  potent- 
cy.  The  "yards  gained"  figures  for 
the  season  were  highly  creditable,  but 
all  too  often  scoring  opportunities 
were  not  capitalised  upon  when  the 
time  was  ripe. 

This  year,  as  last,  quarterback 
Danny  Risaiiti,  Canton  senior,  was 
honored  by  selection  for  membership 
on  most  of  the  "All-Ohio"  football 
teams  named  at  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son. Clayton  Scholes,  Danville,  end, 
found  a  place  on  the  Associated  Press 
second  team,  while  Andrew  Szalay, 
Toledo,  center,  Forrest  Carey,  Bucy- 
rus,  guard,  and  Jim  Snyder,  Canton, 
back,  won  positions  on  the  A.  P. 
third  team. 

Lost  by  graduation  next  year  will 
be  Risaiiti,  Snyder;  John  Shafer  and 
Charles  Herrell,  both  guards  and 
foth  from  fronton;  and  Ira  Living- 
ston, Marshall,  Mich.,  center.

Youngstown  College  was  defeated, 
41-25,  in  the  season's  opener.  Mus- 
kingum, on  its  home  court,  in  New 
Concord,  was  the  next  to  feel  the 
Bobcat's  claws,  losing  to  Ohio,  47-32. 
On  Dec.  14,  a  highly-touted  Xavier 
quintet  trailed  at  game's  end,  69-57, 
while  three  nights  later,  in  the  last 
pre-vacation  tilt,  the  Akron  Univer- 
sity Zippers  were  zipped  45  to  29. 

The  schedule  will  be  resumed  on 
Jan.  7,  when  Marietta,  a  traditional 
foe  of  the  hardwood  courts,  will  be 
met  in  the  Ohio  Gym.     Thereafter, 


teams  will  be  met  as  follows:  Jan.  11, 
Miami,  at  Oxford;  Jan.  13,  Dayton, 
at  Dayton;  Jan.  18,  Ohio  Wesleyan, 
at  Athens;  Jan.  21,  Cincinnati,  at 
Cincinnati;  Feb.  1,  Xavier,  at  Cin- 
cinnati; Feb.  4,  Cincinnati,  at  Ath- 
ens; Feb.  7,  Toledo,  at  Athens;  Feb.

The  seniors, 
Trautwein's  1941  "Super  Six,"  are 
Frank  Baumholtz,  Midvale;  Carl  Ott, 
Hamilton;  Jim  Snyder,  Canton; 
Vern  Deinzer,  Hamilton;  Charles 
Blickensderfer,  Gnadenhutten;  and 
Harry  McSherry,  Sharon.  They  will 
get  their  chief  support  from  Junior 
Pete  Lalich  (brother  of  Nick  Lalich, 
'38),  Cleveland,  who  performed  as  a 
regular  center  most  of  last  season. 

During  the  past  two  years,  teams 
dominated  by  these  present  seniors 
and  paced  by  Frankie  Baumholtz, 
amassed  a  total  of  2,263  points  for 
a  record  that  compares  favorably 
with  the  best  in  the  country. 

In  his  two  campaigns  prior  to  this 
year  Baumholtz  has  tallied  702 
points;  302  his  first  year,  and  390 
last  season.  That  left  him,  at  the  be- 
ginning  of  the   current  season,   only

A  handbill  issued  in  Athens,  May  26, 
1862  by  the  "Military  Committee  of  Ath- 
ens County,"  has  recently  come  into  the 
possession  of  Mabel  Brown.  "89,  a  retired 
member  of  the  Ohio  University  faculty. 
Headed,  "To  Arms,"  the  bill  reproduced 
a  message  from  Governor  Tod,  of  Ohio, 
reciting  that  "astonishing  as  the  fact  may 
be,  Washington  City  is  in  imminent  dan- 
ger." Athens  County  was  called  upon  to 
raise  200  men  to  be  sent  at  once  to  Camp 
Chase  (Near  Columbus)  for  equipment  as 
guards  for  Washington.  It  was  stated 
that  service  would  probably  be  for  60 
days.  Miss  Brown's  father  was  a  member 
of  the  Military  Committee.

Dr.  Al- 
bright, a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Case 
School,  uses  the  golden  garden  spider, 
Mirandah  Aurentia,  for  his  supply.  When 
It  IS  "harvest  time"  he  or  his  nephew 
touches  the  spider's  nipplelike  spinneret 
at  the  base  of  its  abdomen,  and  the  silk 
begins  to  flow.  Instead  of  letting  it  form 
a  cobweb  as  a  spider  would  in  nature,  the 
silk  is  wound  around  a  spool  held  by  the 
"milker."  The  silk  is  used  for  crosshairs 
on  bomb  sights  and  telescopic  gun  sights.
